Senator Jackson, who on television looks like the 
eternal collegian, young, fresh, buoyant, had a wonderful 
time with himself making fun of David Schine's plagi for 
psychological w arfare. 
I have seen dozens such plans, 
drawn up by socalled experts. 
Senator Jackson is not so dum b as not to understand 
that the word, “ Deminform,** however crude it may be 
etymologically, has the virtue of conveying a. specific 
idea, nam ely, that as the Communists have established 
an inform ation and propaganda section called the Comin- 
form, so the socalled dem ocracies should establish a 
sim ilar fighting organization called Deminform. 


Jackson could not have failed to understand that 
but the senators have all become accustomed to using 
their short stay on television to ham up their act 
to catch a laugh. 
My reaction to the Jackson

sentatives. If as Schlne wrote “fight fire with fire,” 
then the materialism of Marxism can only be fought 
by the spirituality of religion.

Jackson put on his innocent look, which alway* tells me 
that he is about to be mischievous, and asked just whether 
Schine means that the religious groups were to be

I would not use the word, infiltrated, but the word, 
educated. 
The religious groups of the world are as 
shocked and surprised by the stupendous success of the 
M arxist Church as President Eisenhower was at his press 
conference last Thursday. 
Many of the clergy have re­ 
garded communism as a wild-eyed something or other, 
but they have failed to recognize the em ergence of the 
M arxist Church which now controls the lives of 800,000,000 
human beings. 
It is a m aterialistic, atheistic, pragm atic 
church which is fighting Juadism . Christianity and Islam , 
as it m ust, because they represent the concept of a 
m ystical God who revealed the N atural Law to man. 
By this revelation, m an was given a moral system upon 
which he has based his entire life. 
To the M arxist, such 
a system is unscientific and therefore untrue. 
I would recom m end to Senator Jackson M arx’s essays 
on Feuerbach which are part of the canon of the M arxist 
Church. 
Feuerbach (1804-1872* was a G erm an m aterial­ 
istic philosopher who profoundly influenced Marx. 
Marx 
states his case as follows: 
“ The great basic question of all philosophy, especially 
of modern philosophy, is that concerning the relation of 
thinking and being. 
From the very early tim es when 
men, still completely ignorant of the structure of their 
own bodies, under the stimulus of dream apparitions 
cam e to believe that their thinking and sensation were 
not activities of their bodies, but of a distinct soul which 
inhabits the body and leaves it at death—from this tim e, 
men Have been driven to reflect about the relation between 
this soul and the outside world. 
If in death it took leave 
of the body and lived on, there was no occasion to invent 
yet another distinct death for it. 
Thus arose the idea 
of its im m ortality which at that stage of development 
appeared not at all as a consolation but as a fate against 
which it was no use fighting, and often enough, as among 
the Greeks, as a positive misfortune. 
Not religious desire 
for consolation, but the quandary arising from the com­ 
mon universal ignorance of what to do with this soul . . . 
after the death of the body—led in a general way to the 
tedious notion of personal im m ortality. . .’* 


Kart Marx’s ll theses on Feuerbach, In my 
Judgment, lay the basis for the dogma of the Marxist 
Church. 
From this, It will be learned that for Marx 
the principal attack on our civilization must be on 
Its religions, especially Christianity, Judaism and 
Islam. 


Therefore Schine’s suggestion of working through the 
churches and the clergy is sound and Senator Jackson’s 
levity was more plebian than philosophic. 
It is only through religion that M arxism can be de­ 
stroyed; that is, through the acceptance of a mystical 
God who gave to man moral law. 
M arx laid this down 
as final: 
“ The philosophers have interpreted the world in 
various ways; the point however is to change it.” 
And one of the changes he desired was to abolish 
God.

But new studies dem onstrate a 
fallacy in this reasoning. Dr. M S. 
Schulzinger of Cincinnati, O., after 
analyzing the situation, has con­ 
cluded that accident prone indi­ 
viduals are of tw'o main types. 
The larger group is m ade up of 
young people, who were found to 
be responsible for the m ajority of 
accidents. 
But this is a shifting 
unit; as fast as a certain age Is 
reached, the old tim ers graduate 
and their places are taken by 
younger blood. 


The second group is in the m inor­ 
ity and consists of people who had 
an unusually high accident rate 
in the past. They hew more to the 
line of the accident prone but no­ 
where approach in num bers the 35 
per cent of our population previ­ 
ously mentioned. 
Schulzinger a r­ 
rived 
at 
this 
conclusion 
after 
studying a series of 35,000 acci­ 
dents taking place over a period 
of 20 years. Of these, 27.000 were 
industrial and the rem ainder oc­ 
curred in the home and elsewhere. 
All social and economic levels in 
the community were represented. 
The accident peak occurred at 
age 21 and declined steadily there­ 
after. The rate for the 20-24 group 
was tw’o and one-half tim es higher 
than in the 40-44 bracket, jour 
tim es m ore than at ages 50-54, 
and nine tim es higher than at ages 
60-64. 
Among the non-industrial 


accidents, almost 70 per cent were 
in persons under 35 and 50 per 
cent were below age 25. Twice as 
m any men as women had accidents 
and 74 per cent of the accidents 
happened to 86 per cent of the 
people. This is in sharp contrast 
to the form er statistics of 85 per 
cent of accidents caused by 15 
per cent of the population. 


H. W. Heinrich studied 500.000 
accidents and figured that annually 
there are IO million injuries severe 
enough to cause lost tim e. 
Few 
of us pass through childhood with­ 
out at least several minor m is­ 
haps; this type is said to occur 
some 300 million tim es a year. 
What about the little ones over 
which most of us just yell “ Ouch!” 
of which there m ust be at least 
3 billion in the United States alone 
every year!

WASHINGTON 
In the case of Dr. J. Robert 
Oppenheimer, the Atomic Energy 
Commission and, indeed, the U. S. 
Government, has been led right 
into a m ajor hornet’s nest. 
The 
American 
scientifie com­ 
munity, whose cooperation the gov­ 
ernm ent so desperately needs, ha* 
now had time to react to the pre­ 
lim inary verdict on Oppenheimer. 
The shock and indignation of the 
reaction are really hard to convey. 
The scientist* will not be calm ed, 
either, by the publication of the 
record in the Oppenheimer case. 
If the m ajority of the AEC finally 
rule against Dr. Oppenheimer. th# 
situation can become very danger­ 
o u s indeed. 
The best proof of the danger I* 
to be found in the Atomic Energy 
Commission’* own most vital in­ 
stallation. The g reat bulk of the 
AEC’s work on weapons develop­ 
m ent. for example, is still done at 
Los Alamos. And Los Alamos is 
in flam es. 
Shortly after the publication of 
the Gordon G ray Board s findings, 
a bitter but closely reasoned at­ 
tack on the verdict was signed and 
sent to Adm. Strauss and Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower by 282 of the 
scientific personnel at Los Alamos. 
Since then, another 201 Los Alamo* 
scientists have spontaneously join­ 
ed the original signers, bringing 
the total up to 483. 
Join Formal Protest 
Approximately three-quarters of 
the staff m em bers of the Los Ala­ 
mos 
Theoretical 
Division 
and 
Physics Division — the two key 
divisions— have joined the formal 
protest by now. Los Alamos, which 
is the most im portant single instal­ 
lation, presents the m ost extrem e 
picture. But great num bers of the 
staff at Brookhaven Laboratory 
have also joined in a formal pro­ 
test. or have sent individual letters 
or telegram s to the AEC. 
Nothing formal has yet been 
done at Oak Ridge or the Argonne 
Laboratory, but intense feeling is 
reported. Throughout all the Amer­ 
ican universities where the AEC 
recruit* its essential consultants, 
the sentiment is clearly the sam e. 
The 
Federation 
of 
American 
Scientists 
has 
spoken 
for 
the 
younger men. The august Ameri­ 
can Physical Society has chimed 
in with m easured rebuke. And a 
large num ber of the giants of 
Am erican psysics have individu­ 
ally placed their anger on the 
record. 
Significantly, the indignation of 
the scientists is rem arkably im­ 
personal. 
They do not complain, 
prim arily, of injustice to Dr. Op­ 
penheim er. They have no animus, 
either, against Gordon G ray and 
Thomas Morgan, the two m em bers 
of the special board who found Dr. 
Oppenheimer a security risk. 
Of 
G ray and Morgan, the great Dr. 
Leo Szilard has said: 
“ Unfortunately 
for 
all 
of us, 
these are as good men as they 
come, and if they are affected by 
the general insanity which is more 
and more creeping up on us, then 


who can be counted on to be Im­ 
m une?” 
What has enraged the scientists, 
rather, is the standard of security 
revealed by the G ray Board’* re­ 
port- As to the charges on which 
Dr. Oppenheimer was held a se­ 
curity risk, they naturally tend to 
agree with the m inority m em ber 
of the G ray Board, 
Dr. Ward 
Evans. They do not believe, any 
m ore than Dr. Evans believed, 
th at Dr. Oppenheimer was “ less 
than candid,” or that he obstructed 
the hydrogen bomb project by 
“ lack of enthusiasm .” 
Cite “ Real Point” 
But the truth or falsehood of 
these charges is not the real point. 
The real peint is that the scientists 
regard these charges as funda­ 
m entally irrelevant to a security 
proceeding. 
Adm. Strauss has appeared to 
be quite a lot “ less than candid * 
in his testim ony before the Joint 
Congressional Com mittee on Atom­ 
ic 
Energy. 
The President and 
m any other highly placed officials 
showed a m arked “ lack of enthus­ 
iasm ” for the air defense of this 
country, with tragic results which 
are 
already appearing. 
So the 
scientists ask: Are these men also 
security risks? 
In contrast, the scientists point 
out that the whole G ray Board 
held that Dr. Oppenheimer was de­ 
votedly loyal, unquestionably dis­ 
creet, and a public servant whose 
contributions can never be repaid. 
Is it not enough, the scientists de­ 
m and, to be devotedly loyal and 
unquestionably discreet? 
In other words, the scientists are 
convinced that Dr. Oppenheimer 
was found guiltless on every point 
that m attered, and was branded as 
a security risk on charges having 
nothing to do with security. This is 
why the scientific com munity will 
not be impressed by Adm. Strauss* 
efforts to bolster this latter group 
of charges. 
Instead, their sus­ 
picion will be strengthened that 
personal 
feelings 
disqualify 
the 
chairm an of the AEC from serving 
as chief judge of appeals in the 
Oppenheimer case. 
The relations between the scient­ 
ists and Adm. Strauss have now 
assum ed great im portance. 
It is 
even 
m ore 
im portant 
that the 
scientists are up in arm s against 
our security system, which is not 
satisfied with attested loyalty and 
adm itted 
discretion. 
After 
all, 
every scientist working for the 
governm ent m ust expose him self 
to that system . 
And an under­ 
standable revulsion against this 
kind of self-exposure is now run­ 
ning 
like 
wildfire 
through 
the 
scientific com munity. 
“ T here’ll 
be 
no 
strike, 
of 
course,’’ one of the AEC* most 
valued consultants told these re­ 
porters. 
“ But I find my enthusi­ 
asm dropping to zero just when 
lack of enthusiasm has become 
illegal: and my lack of enthusiasm 
is likely to be total when my con­ 
tract comes up for renewal.”
